’ REPORT OF THE ELECTRIC LIGHT 
COMMISSION. 


At the adjourned Town meeting held June 14, 1922, 
the Town of New Ipswich voted to install a municipal 
electric light plant to light the streets and public build- 
ings, and to distribute electricity for commercial and 
power purposes. 

You voted that the Selectmen borrow not over nine 
thousand, five hundred dollars ($9,500) for this purpose, 
and voted to raise and appropriate two thousand dollars 
to go with the five thousand dollars already on hand. 
You chose a committee of three to install the work. 

This committee begs to submit to the Town the report 
of its operations. 

In the first place, a contract was made with the Green- 
ville Electric Light Co. to furnish the Town with elec- 
tricity, for one year; and if the service is satisfactory, we 
have the right to extend the contract for ten years longer, 
at the same rate. 

Albert E. Huestis, of Fitchburg, Mass., was engaged to 
supervise the work and assist the committee in buying 
material, ete. 

The Town started building a pole line through its main 
streets to light the streets and serve the inhabitants; this 
part of the work can be observed by all of the townspeople. 

The line covers approximately ten miles of pole line 
construction. ‘The building and equipping of a trans- 
former house for the control and distribution of elec- 
tricity, with all modern machinery, can be seen. Ninety- 
nine street lights have been installed, and sixty-eight 
houses wired. 

Most of the pole line is in joint ownership with the 
New England Telegraph and Telephone Company. 

The materials used in the construction of this line are 
of the best, and by having built the line properly at first, 
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the Town will save considerable money in its maintenance. 

This report includes all money received and expended, 
both for construction and maintenance of plant, to Febru- 
ary 5, 1923; also statement of bills unpaid and amounts 
due. Considerable of the money spent comes under 
maintenance, in that you have bought transformers, 
‘meters and connected house services, and the Town has on 
hand a substantial amount of material. 

You will notice we have overrun our appropriation, but 
when the committee planned to install this plant, they 
figured on supplying about forty houses. We have sixty- 
eight houses already, which made an added expense for 
meters, transformers and labor; but these houses will 
bring us in a revenue each month. 

We still have more houses to serve and consider keep- 
ing our No. 6 wire for this purpose and selling our No. 
4. wire. We have on hand 12 reels (38,030 lbs.) of No. 
6 wire and 11 reels (2,908 lbs.) of No. 4 wire, making 
a total of 5,988 lbs. of wire, worth $1,157.91; seven 
meters and three transformers, worth about $145. The 
tools, consisting of shovels, scoops, climbers, wrenches, 
saws, bars, drill, etc., your committee value at $150. 
There is due the ‘Town from the New England Telegraph 
and ‘Telephone Co. from $1,200 to $1,400 and one reel 
of No. 6 wire, containing 263 lbs., sold to J. OC. Taft.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools. 


To the School Committee of New Ipswich: 


Herewith I submit my fourth annual report as Superin- 
tendent of your schools. 


Many changes are to be noted in the teaching force for the 
present year. The large overturn was due primarily to the 
fact that the teachers had served faithfully and successfully 
in the New Ipswich schools for several years and had earned 
promotion to larger and more lucrative positions. The only 
teacher not to resign was Miss Retta Gee, who was trans- 
ferred from No. 1 Intermediate to the Smithville school. In 
filling the positions thus left vacant it was the policy of the 
Board to secure as many teachers of normal training as possi- 
ble. In this they were fairly successful for Mrs. Mae Corthell 
at No. 1 Primary, Miss Nancy Rich at No. 1 Intermediate, 
and Miss Florence Hudson at No. 4, are all graduates of 
Normal Schools, while Miss Verna Wadleigh, who has the 
seventh and eighth grades at the Academy has the equivalent 
of a Normal education. Miss Jennie Gold of Exeter and Miss 
Wilma Hagar of Keene were hired for the Highbridge and 
No. 6 schools respectively. Both these girls had special prep- 
aration for teaching at the Keene Normal School Summer 
Session. Miss Hagar, however, taught but a few weeks be- 
ing obliged to resign her position because of illness. Miss 
Marion Gee of Winchester, a successful teacher of experience, 
was secured to fill the vacancy. We have an unusually compe- 
tent group of teachers this year and they have thus far shown 
an organizing ability and teaching skill which gives promise 
of a successful year in the schools. 

The total school enrollment this year is not as large as last 
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year, as the tables appended to this report indicate. The per 
cent of attendance shows an increase over the previous year, 
but it is still below the average for the state which is 93.11. 
The only schools to get above the state average were No. 4 
and Smithville. For the first sixteen weeks of this year No. 
4 school again heads the list although attendance at Smith- 
ville and the Grammar School has been very good. 


Whooping cough and a few cases of chicken pox have heen 
largely responsible for the poor records of attendance in some 
of the schools. The Highbridge school has been particularly 
unfortunate in this respect. 


In general very good progress in the work of the schools has 
been made. Especial emphasis has been placed on the read- 
ing this year for as a town we are somewhat below the stand-- 
ard in this very important subject. The cause for this is 
probably racial rather than lack of effort on the part of the 
teachers. Several teachers’ meetings have been held and dis- 
cussion of our reading problem has occupied the greater part 
of the time. In some of the schools a decided improvement 
in phrasing and expression has been made. For the first time 
standardized tests are being given in all the fundamental sub- 
jects. The purpose of these tests is to help determine the 
general ability of the children and to measure the results of 
teaching. ‘They should supplement the present method of 
grading pupils and through a discovery of individual defects 
furnish a basis for improved instruction. Houston’s writing 
lessons are being used in all of the schools and new spelling 
books have been furnished the teachers. An attempt is being 
made to improve the spelling by teaching fewer words each 
day but teaching them more thoroughly. New geographies 
have been purchased for the schools and the series of arith: 
metics started last year has been completed. 

The policy adopted by the board a few years ago of gradual 
improvement of the physical conditions at the schools has 
been continued. At the Highbridge schoolhouse the ceiling 
was whitewashed, the walls retinted and the lighting changed

so as to admit most of the light from the pupils left and rear. 
Perhaps the most signal improvement made has been the in- 
stallation of jacketed stoves at the No. 4, Smithville and 
Highbridge schoolhouses. These stoves are giving excellent 
satisfaction and at a less cost are furnishing a fresh current 
of warm air to all parts of the room. All the one-room 
schoolhouses now meet the standard requirements in the 
essential respects. The next expenditure should be on the 
exterior of the buildings, some of which are much in need 
of a new coat of paint. 

After assisting Dr. Pease with the medical inspections ins 
September Miss. Ellis resigned her position as school nurse. 
Miss Christine Higgins of Wilton was chosen to carry on the 
health work and is exceptionally well qualified for the work. 
Her report, in which is incorporated the result of the medical 
inspections, is herewith appended. 

The continued interest and helpfulness of the Parent- 
Teachers’ Association in all matters pertaining to the welfare 
of the children is greatly appreciated. The Red Cross like- 
wise has rendered the district a great service through its activ- 
ity in connection with the health work and dental clinic. 

In conclusion I wish to thank the teachers and School 
Board for their loyal support in the work of the schools, 
and the townspeople for their continued codperation.

The chief expenses for the past year outside of salaries 
and usual charges for up-keep have been as follows: 


1. Beaver-board ceilings at Number One, for both 
school rooms. 

2. Change of windows at Number Twelve, to conform 
with state requirements; also painting of school-room in 
same district. 

3. Jacketing of stoves at school houses, Numbers Four, 
Tive, and Twelve. (State requirement. ) 

4. Digging of well at Nnmber Six as provided for by 
appropriation last March. 

The ceilings at Number One replace plaster ceiling which 
were in dangerous condition; the new ones should last for 
many years. 

The outlay for lighting and heating at the school houses 
above named meet state requirements and should make 
further expense in these lines unnecessary for a long time 
to come. 

It is to be noted that the heaviest expenses for past two 
years have been to meet requirements of the state. 

During the coming year the chief expenditure absolutely 
necessary will be that of reshingling one side of roof of 
school house in District Number Six. 

_ All the school buildings need repainting on outside. The 
work should be done as soon as may be practicable. 
The winter term has been shortened two weeks because 
of sickness among pupils, weather conditions, and expense 
of transportation under such conditions. The time will be 
made up on spring term.
